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ORDINANCE NO. 86-12 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH 
COUNTY, FLORIDA, AMENDING ORDINANCE NO. 85-5 BY AMENDING 
SECTION 5, CHANGES IN FRANCHISE; HEARING; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL- 
OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF 
LAWS AND ORDINANCES; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County* Florida, desires to provide that its power as set forth in 
Section 5 herein, to make any and all changes in or to impose new rules 
and regulations on the grantee of a Franchise relative to the method of 
collection and disposal of garbage and waste as shall from time to time 
be necessary and desirable for the public welfare, shall be liberally 
construed to effect the purposes thereof. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 

COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

I : 

Part 1 - Section 5, Changes in Franchise; Hearing is hereby amended as 
! follows: 

Section 5. Changes in Franchise; Hearing. 

The Board of County Commissioners shall have the power to make 

changes in or to impose new rules and regulations on the grantee of a 

Franchise under this ordinance relative to the method of collection and 
disposal of garbage and waste as shall from time to time be necessary and 
desirable for the public welfare, provided, however, that any such rule 
or regulation or change in a rule or regulation not incorporated in the 

resolution or franchise agreement granting the said franchise shall be in 

writing and a copy thereof shall be delivered to and receipted for by the 
franchise holder, or if the franchise holder be a corporation, by an 
officer thereof. The imposition of any new regulation or the change or 
abolition of any existing one shall be by a resolution of the Board of 
County Commissioners or an amendment to the franchise agreement adopted 
at a public hearing, notice of which has been given by publication in a 
newspaper of general circulation in the County by one publication at 
least 10 days prior to the said hearing and by registered mail to the 
holder of the franchise at least 10 days prior to the said hearing. 
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It is the intent of the Board of County Commissioners that this 
paragraph shall be liberally construed to effect the purposes thereof. 

In this respect, the power of the Board of County Commissioners' shall 

Include, but is not limited to, making changes in or imposing new rules 

or regulations on the grantee of a Franchise relative to the method 

of collection and disposal of garbage and waste necessary to conform such 

Franchise to the provisions of the County's Mandatory Garbage and Waste 

Collection Ordinance No. 84-10 and amendments thereto, amendments to the 

enabling legislation of the Solid Waste Authority, and to insure the 

effective and efficient implementation by the grantee of a Franchise of 

the purposes and provisions of said Ordinances. The method of 
collection and disposal of garbage and waste as referenced herein 
shall also be liberally construed to include, but is not limited, 
to the manner, procedures, operations, and obligations, financial or 

otherwise, of the grantee of a Franchisee. It is specifically 

intended that the Board of County Commissioners, in furtherance of 
the powers granted in this paragraph, is not required to or in any 

other way obligated to rebid an existing Franchise or otherwise 

renew or follow the bidding procedures contained in this Ordinance. 

REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this ordinance. 

INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 
The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the code of laws and ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 

The Sections of the ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word.
